


25-Lap Short Nat- Bart 


SANTA FE SPDWY., WILLOW SPRINGS, ILLINOIS——Bart Markel worked 
hard for his second national championship win of this ‘season at the 1/10-mile 
Santa Fe dirt saucer located in a suburb of Chicago. It was the 17th national 
win in Markel’s career. 

Wearing the #1 professional Expert plate by virtue of having been 
crowned Grand National Motorcycle Champion for points accumulated in 1966, 
the remarkable Markel added another wad of winnings to his already command- 
ing 1966 points lead last Friday, cheered by the largest crowd of Harley 
Partisans in the track’s 6 year history. Markel at one point fell to dead last 
in his qualifying race, but fought back and passed three riders on the final 
lap to snatch away the last transfer spot for the national. Sprint-powered, 
Bart then battled Santa Fe point-leader Freddy Nix and fourth place national 
points contender Chris Draayer, all on duplicate machines, to take away the 
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National on the 20th lap AND keep it to the last.

Nix was the first rider in the lead 
but on lap 3 his engine quit. Draayer 
then took over but seemed to tire out 
physically on the 19th lap, when Markel 
took charge and Nixon moved up to 
second on lap 21. All through laps 17, 
18, and 19 and 20 they were a very 
close threesome. 

The heats had found Draayer beating 
Roger Reiman, -Bennie Bowden and 
Romero, Nix was the fast qualifyer with 
a 15.77 sec. lap. He won his heat over 
Dusty Coppage, Lawwill and Wirth. 

Dan Welty beat Dovel, Mulder, John 
Tibben and Markel in the third heat. 
This was another one where Markel 
bareley “made the show.” 

Chicago’s John Lemme, a first year 
Expert, became a brand new hero on his 
home grounds by walloping Nixon, Rall 
and former National Champion Dick 
Mann in а photo finish 

With still another qualifying semi- 
final to go, Reiman’s carburetor broke 
and other notables were eliminated. Nix 
had the win all the way. 

It was the second and final semi 
main where Markel came on like a real 
champion on the last lap to eke out the 
transfer spot. Dan Welty won the race, 
followed by Dovel, Nixon, Rall and last 
but still fast, Bart Markel.

CYCLE SETS SPEED MARK OF OVER 245 mph 


Bonneville 1966 — Salt! with speed for Pepper. A torpedo-shaped motor- 
cycle driven by Robert Leppan of Mt. Clemens, Mich., set a world speed 
record for cycles Thursday of 245.667 miles an hour. 

Leppan, piloting the Gyroanut X1 designed by Alex Tremulis of 
Northridge, Calif., smashed the former mark by more than 15 m.p.h. 
with two day runs of 243.572 and 247.763 m.p.h. 

The American Motorcycle Assn. timed and certified the record, 
set during the week-long Bonneville National Speed Trials on the 
western Utah salt flats. 

The Gyronaut was powered by two 650cc Triumph motorcycle en- 
gines operating on alcohol fuel. It used Goodyear land speed record 
tires. 

The old motorcycle speed record of 230.27 m.p.h. was set Aug. 
24, 1962, by Bill Johnson on a nitro-powered streamliner. 

Southern California Timing Assn. officials stated that the salt 
was in the best condition in seven years. The racing surface was nine miles 
in length. Two miles led from a starting line to quarter-mile speed traps and 
more timing lights were set up at 3, 4, and 5 miles, leaving four miles as a 
shut-off area. 

The salt is tremendously corrosive to mechanical devices. It is not only 
upon the ground butinthe air and sticks to any metal surface with tremendous 
adhesive powers.I saw jets removed from carburetors that appeared as though 
they had been preserved in salt. Various nuts and bolts had to be chiseled 
from their positions and what had been lustrous paint jobs were destroyed by 
corrosion and abrasions. The human hide became dry and burnt and if your 
eyes were not protected from the dazzling glare of the white salt, a form of 


“snow blindness” could set in. Even though dark glasses were the uniform of 
the day, competitors eyes resembled Bloody Marys with stuffed olives. 
Competitors & Machines 

All of the high speed enthusiasts (better known as “nuts”) did not arrive 
together but came one or two at a time untilthe cycle pits became impressive- 
ly full. 

Mr. Earl Flanders was the man responsible for safety checking and vali- 
dating the legality of each machine. His work had begun far in advance of 
“speed week,” receiving pre-entries and making classification. At the salt, 
Mr. Flanders was assisted by Rich Richards who was invaluable in rapidly 
expediting entries. 

Only a small portion of the competitors aspired to break an existing 
record, but many played the game of juggling classifications to run for a 
guaranteed record in a class that had more. As time goes on the classes will 
be void of empty spots and everyone will have to break an existing mark. 
This will be much of the case next year. 

There were three machines that eclipsed all others in speed attainments. 
One was the old salt’ pro Burt Munroe and his Indian. Bert unloaded his 
streamliner from the trailer and made a run through the traps at a speed of 
172 miles per hour. This little bullet has no skids or other stabilizing devices 
and upon coming to a stop it falls upon its side like a tired runner. The In- 
dian powered streamliner set an official record of 168.066 (two-way average) 
in the S-A-1000 Class. The S-A designates, streamlined with altered engine 
and 1000cc maximum displacement. 

Boris Murray rode the twin-engine Murray & Cook Triumph that you com-

Pausing 
on the yellow-flag lap to motion 
Bart Markel (running far behind 
in second) to catch up, showman 
Eddie hoisted his front wheel, 
cocked it and roared across the 
finish, to the deafening delight 


of the largest crowd ever. 

With no grandstands, and the fans 
packed densely around the hilly 
course, Eddie probably felt as much 
at home on the Illinois landscape 
as he does (or did) at Hopetown 
regularly. This is the second Peoria 
win in a row for Mulder and the Tri- 
umph brand.

JENNINGS VOWS CYCLE WILL BE 
FIRST 


Next month Gordon H. Jennings, for- 
mer Technical Editor of Cycle World 
magazine, will officially become the 
Editor of Cycle Magazine, formerly 
owned by Floyd Clymer. 

Cycle was founded in 1950 by Peter- 
son Publishing Co., who are famous for 
their Hot Rod and Motor Trend maga- 
zines. Clymer bought it in 1952 for a 
reported $1,000 and sold it recently to 
Ziff-Davis of New York City for a price 
rumored to be in the neighborhood of 
half a million dollars. 

Recently Cycle News interviewed 
Gordon Jennings to find out what the 
future holds for Cycle magazine. 

A native of Brawley, California, 
Gordon served as a munitions technician 
in the Navy. He worked for Road and 
Track magazine along with his former 
employer J.C. Parkhurst, publisher of 
Cycle World. He was west coast editor 
for Car & Driver, a Ziff-Davis publica- 
tion, before signing with the company 
full time. Jennings is in his early thir- 
ties, he and wife Bunny have three sons 
and his hobby is Egyptology. 

Jennings said he would be leaving on 
September 7 for New York to assemble a 
staff. “The first all-Jennings issue will 
be dated November or December. I plan 


'to make Cycle a whole lot more contem- 


porary,” says Jennings. “One thing 
people will probably notice more than 
anything will be the emphasis on 
American racing. We will encourage 
participation and try to make Cycle ab- 
solutely the best.” Readers may recall 
that Jennings has raced two seasons 
with the ACA and one year in AMA 
sportsman and professional road races 
with some success, 

Asked whether his friendship with 
Parkhurst will soften the rivalry between 
the two leading motorcycle monthlies, 
Jennings replied, “There is room for 
two real good magazines in this country. 
One of them is going to be first and 
we're going to be it, The sport in this 
country is worth a whole lot more atten- 
tion than it's had in the past. Profes- 
sional attention." 

Regarding his decision to abandon 
sunny California for the sidewalks of 
New York, Jennings remarked, *If you 
want a whack at the Big Apple, you go 
to where the orchard is." 

Jennings says that Cycle is now in 
the market for good material and will 
“pay extremely well.” After September 7 
Cycle’s address will be 1 Park Ave., 
New York City.

Bultaco, Ducati and Montesa models—on Aug. 19, 


culminating a two-year 


running battle to get, the manufacturers, mostly Spanish and Italian, to equip 
the bikes with lighting devices that meet California Vehicle Code ‘standards. 
Crittenden said Friday that the distributors are being given 10 days to 
“certify that they will legalize their motorcycles.” 
By this, he said that he meant refitting with approved lighting all bikes 
sold before Jan. 1 and, for those sold after that date, making approved light- 


ing a part of the original equipment. 


The 24 bikes probably account for about 1275 of motorcycles sales in 


California. 


A Highway Patrol spokesman indicated Friday that officers would not 
make a policy of ticketing those bikes already in use which do not meet 


Vehicle Code standards. 


“The most an officer will do, probably, is to suggest that a bike operator 
get an approved light for his cycle when the operator is being ticketed be- 
cause a light has gone out," the spokesman said. 

California distributors of the bikes had begun an intensive effort to 
reach an understanding with the Highway Patrol since the ban was imposed.

Aggie Predicts HOT 
September at Ascot 


The biggest and most important por- 
tion of the motorcycle racing season is 
coming up the first two weekends of 
September at’ Ascot Park, according to 
J. C. Agajanian. 

There will be a twin bill of action 
next weekend, flattrack racing on Friday 
night (Sept. 2) and steeplechasing on 
Saturday evening (Sept. 3).

monly seein drag strip results to a series of record speeds previously thought 
impossible. The machine and rider traveled faster tham any open (no stream- 
lining) bike had ever before achieved. The record of old was 182 miles per 
hour (one way). It now stands at 194.910 miles per hour. The two way record 
was 164 miles. per hour and has been raised to 191.302 by the team effort of 
Boris Murray and Jim Cook. This record could have been faster yet but once 
a start has been made you may not turn back. Boris had forgotten to turn on 
the double’s fuel valves and so the machine was brought to a halt a half mile 
into the speed run, the fuel turned on and the tow for starting resumed. The 
engines fired at approx. the one mile mark and accelerated to the traps for a 
clocked speed of 187 miles per hour. The return run was timed at a speed of 
194.910 which produced a two way average of 191.302 for the AA 3000 class 
record. 

The fastest machine on two wheels is now Bob Leppan's *Gyro Naught". 
This is the finest example of design and construction with a heavy emphasis 
on team work. Leppan's streamliner is powered by two fairly mild Triumphs 
and looks as though it were built to a military aircraft specifications. Every 
object on or in this machine is functional. Hydraulic skids which can be 
raised and lowered by the rider prevent upset at slow speeds. The rider's 
compartment is functional but made comfortable with neat *tuck and roll" up- 
holstery. The exterior finish looks sleek enough to penetrate any barrier that 
friction or wind resistance may set up. The two-way average for this machine 
was a flashing 245 miles per hour and one way its fastest was 247 miles per 
hour. That, is speed in any language! 

Leaders in breaking records with the smaller displacement machines 
were James Prescott of Mississippi City, Miss., Kerry Clark of Los Alamitos, 
Calif. and Don Anselm of Brea, Calif. In their respective order Honda, Bridge- 
stone and Yamaha shared the glory and the fastest was James Prescott. James 
ran the 125cc Honda on a low percentage of fuel mix to turn a two-way aver- 
age of 107.577 to better the old record of 102.375. He also established two 
other records previously open. 

Richard Kelm of Los Angeles and Ira Mahoney from Ridgecrest, Calif. 
took the spotlight with new innovations. Ira was running 700cc of blown 
Triumph power mounted in a frame built especially for its purpose. At the 
time I left the salt he had not yet set a record, but further results may show 
victory. 

Kelm.s double overhead cam 500cc Triumph was not making a debut but 
rather a return engagement. This machine set a class record of 131 mph and 
will probably turn much faster speeds in the future. A four-speed, close ratio 
box was used and the engine tached better than ten thousand rpm. 

Gripes and Groans’ 

The event$ at the salt were run in a highly efficient manner. Only one 
complaint was voiced and that in a quite loud protest. 

If you succeed in qualifying by turning a speed greater than the existing 
record in a one way run, the following day you may make an attempt at the 
official record for a two way average. If you do not break the record on the 
appointed attempt then you must again make a qualifying run for the right to 
try again on the following day. 

The case in question arose when two machines did not arrive at the 
starting line in time for the two-way run. As a result they had to make runs 
later in the-day to requalify. Since they had proven their capability it was 
thought unjust that they: need jeopardize blowing their highly-stressed ma- 
chinery with an additional run. This was a logical and just gripe but they had 
to go by the book and try to smile at the hard rule. 

Don Harris established a new record in the C-A-650 class with his Tri- 
umph that was-recently purchased from Rich Richards. Don felt that 148 mph 
was not allthe machine was capable of and in an attempt to prove this he fell 
member to the “bits and pieces club.” When the sump plate was removed, oil 
and small metal slugs covered the ground. Close inspection revealed. cracks 
in the primary case that gave it the appearance of a slightly damaged hard- 
boiled egg. Needless to explain, this ended his week at the salt, but Don 
promises a return next year. 

Gary Richards and Benny Holtan brought a well constructed 650cc Tri- 
umph stréamliner for record attempts but went through embarrassment and 
frustrations unlike any other. 

There were skids on the machine but they were only partially functional. 
The skids were spring loaded and could be used for stopping only. Several 
times (about 9 or 10) the engine failed to respond for starting and beford the 
pushers could reach it, the machine would collapse upon its side. Gary 
Richards felt rather ridiculous in the shell with his head next to the salt. The 
incredible thing is that Gary and Benny held their heads high and spoke of 
things ahead, not of those moments passed. True Sportsmen!

CYCLE SAFETY 








“There is a real need for more and 
better driver training for cyclists. While 
there are indications of more and more 
legislation to be expected in the offing, 
we are firmly convinced that the best 
approach is that of education." So spoke 
John R. Thompson, Director of Public 
Information for Buco Products at the 
recent Cycle Safety Clinic in Detroit, 
Michigan. 

The Clinic, held on July 24, was an 
experiment in driver education and was 
considered successful 
cycling safety through good riding habits 
and techniques. The four hour program 
was sponsored by the Traffic Safety 
Association of Detroit and neighboring 
Southfield and Buco Products, the well- 
known manufacturer of motorcycle safe- 
ty equipment and accessories. 

Driver training experts from Detroit's 
Police Motorcycle Traffic Bureau dem- 
onstrated how defensive driving can 
mean the difference between fun and 
death. More than 1500 spectators, most 
of them young motorcyclists, were on 
hand to watch the dramatic live presen- 
tations of typical hazards and emergen- 
cies which face cyclists daily. Police 
instructors broke every rule in the safe- 
ty book to show the audience what not 
to do on a cycle and showed what can 
be done to cope with the dangerous 
situations that come up.

at Irwindale Raceway this Saturday and 
each one had enough reputation to bring 
spectators alert to a promise of great

Paul Wilde has really come on strong this year with his fantastic little 50cc Yamaha. At 
times he has lapped the course as fast as the 100cc bikes. Gary Calkins recently has been 
filling the second place spot in the 50cc class. Third place went to Rick Woods riding a new 
50cc Benelli owned by Sid Chambers, Third place in the 100cc main went to Gary Calkins, 
which was a switch from the 50cc main because in 4th place Was Paul Wilde. 

The most competitive event of the evening was the 250cc B Final, with a line-up of Baird, 
Yoder, Spitzer, Tillman, Acosta and Balaam. Going into the first corner, the group was pretty 
well packed together, with Acosta, Spitzer and Tillman leading the bunch, Last off the line was 
#2 Johnny Balaam on his Yamaha, After two laps, Johnny was able to pass the 5th and 4th men 
and was pushing the third place Mike Tillman. On the 7th lap, Balaam was able to get under 
Tillman and move into third place.

1% MILLION TIRE SALES IN 1966 


AKRON, Ohio——Sales of motorcycle 
tires in the U.S. will top the 1.5-million 
mark in 1966, ten times the sales of 
1960, according to A.E. Patterson, 
manager of cycle tire sales for The 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Company. 

Patterson said his estimate was 
“conservative,” based on demand for 
tires to equip new motorcycles and on 
replacement tire sales averaging one- 
half tire per cycle per year. 

Motorcycle sales grew from 45,000 in 
1960 to an estimated 433,000 in 1965, 
the Goodyear spokesman noted, adding 
that more than 500,000 are expected to 
be sold in 1966 and close to 750,000 
in 1967. 

Patterson said about 90 per cent of 
current motorcycle sales are in the 
lightweight category, the bulk of which 
are imported. 

Goodyear is the only major American 
rubber company with a complete line of 
motorcycle tires.
